south coud honestly write. The very 
climate of the south instead of being a 
disadvantage is an advAntage that ena- 
factories to increase their 
earnings over those of northern ‘nills. 
The latter have to create by artificial 
means the warmth that nature bestows 
inithe south without charge. In fact, 
the northern piilis are loaded down with 
disadvantages, aud they) have only one 
tivantage—an accumulation of capital 
and skill. Naure and all natural cir- 
cumstances are against them, and time 
and its results alone favor the cold sec- 
tion. Ia the long run aatare will win 
The Boston Ad verviser also discusses 
Mr. Atkinson’s startling figures, but it 
does not indulge in aby nonsense about 
the the southern climate.

“million persons. Tueré were 9 370,000

“products of the north, or of Europe. At 
“present the average consumption is 
“more than twelve pounds per annum 
“tor each person inthe epuntry; the pop- 
“alation of the south is 18} millions; the 
“mills of that section use 102 miilion 
“pounds Of raw cotton, supplying eight 
“abd a halt miltion persons, aid ieaving 
“ten millions to look e sewhere for their 
“supply of goods. Ia other words, the 
“south is not keeping up with its own 
“growth.” : 
All right; we admit the fairness of the 
Advertiser's figures, in spite of the fact 
that the south bas nearly doubled in the 
last ten years its product of cotton goods, 
while the north fell below an addition of 
one-third; of the fact that southern mills 
earn irom tweive to thirty per cent, while 
the northern mills iu prosperous times 
oply earn six per cent, and in bid times 
g° into bankruptcy, and in spite of the 
fact that the southern mills now control 
the great markets gf the country in al! 
ooarse goods. The fizures of the Adver- 
tser are correc? in a ceriain sense; but 
those fizures are fur a d.cade in 
which the south was chiefly en- 
gazed in getting ow its feet alter 
& war that was more devastating and far- 
reaching than any of modern times. It 
is just fairly on its feet, and the Adver- 
tiser will see what it ¢an do, now that 
southern capital as it is accumulated will 
be putinto milis and shop$ instead of 
negroes and lands. Cupital may not be 
accumulated very rapidly in the south, 
bat it will be rolled together fully as fast

the effect that rebates to large shippers 
has the same just and equitable baris as 
the rule which governs other businers— 
wholesale rat@s always being lower than 
retail rates. The plausibility of this ar- 
yument vanishes opon reflection. The 
conditions are vastiy di ‘erent. The 
merchant who sells at wholesale rites is 
under no obi ation save to those who 
voy from him. He is under no contract 
to the public. He can give his goods 
away and infl ct no injury upon any one. 
His business isa private affair. He calis 
upon the public for no extraordina 


ry rants or privileges. There 
can be no reasouable argu- 
ment deduced from a comparison 


between conditions in which there is not 
the remotest symptom of similarity. An 
advantage given to large shipprrs over 
small ones, 80 far from being based on 
equity, isa discrimination not to be tol. 
erated in a railroad corporation which is 
bound by the very conditions of its ex 
istence to deal fairly with every individ- 
ual who desires to take advantage of the 
facilities which, as a member of the body 


ating. It is an undue advantaye, and no 
amount of discussion can cover up the 
injustice of the transaction. 

As this discrimination occurs on what 
is known as through freigits, and ope- 
rates with respect to distance as well as 
with respect to quantity, it must be ap- 
parent that this injustice cannot be 
cured until the states act jointly 
through congress. There are now two 
bills before congress looking to this 
joint action, the Reagan bill and the 
Henderson bill, the latveer having been 
drawn, it is stated, by Mr. Charlies Fran- 
cis Adams. The first section of the 
Reayan bill, as that measure now stauds 
defines inter-state commerce by railroads 
to be “from one state or territory to or 
“through one or more other states or 
‘territories of the United States, or to 
“or from any foreign country.” The bili 
then goes on to provide against all dis- 
criminations in fre:ght rates and charges 
between individuals, requiring like ser- 
vices to be rendered to all persons for 
ike compensation. It prohibits the 
allowance of rebates and drawbacks in 
all cases, as one of the means of preventing 
aunjast discriminations. It prohibiis the 
pooling of treights by diff-rent and c m- 
peting railroads, 80 as to secure to the 
yeneral public the benefits of compet 
tion in freight rates and charges, and as 
a means of |imiting and res'raining the 
monopoly powers of the railroads. It 
provides a l:mitation on the power of the 
railroads to discriminate between diller- 
ent places or portions of the country by 
provicing that no more shall be charged 
‘or a car load of freight for a shorter than 
fora longer distance in one continuous 
earria e. This portion of the bill recog- 
n zes the right of the railroads to make 
discriminations in favor o: the longer 
hauls, but not to the extent of charging 
more for a car load tora shorter than for 
a longer distance, by the doing of which 
they have greatly injured t.e commerce 
and prosperity of some places for the 
benefit of others, and often foster and 
promote schemes of private specu ation 
by railroad managers and their favorites, 
to the injury uf particular communities 
and persons. 

It requires that the railroads coming 
within its provisions shall adopt and keep 
posted up schedules of freight rates and 
charzes, and that these shall not be 
changed without five days notice; and 
that they shall charge no more-or lers 
than the published rates, This is a nec- 
essary means of protecting the pubiic 
ayainst unjust discriminations. It makes 
the doing of anything pronibited by it 
un‘awful, and the failure to do anything 
required to be done by it is also made 
unlawful. 

It vives three separate remedies against 

those violating its provisions. First, a 
civil suit by the injured party, who upon 
recovery is entitled to triple damages, 
and in any case of recovery the judgment 
is to be for at least $500. This is so pro- 
vided to discourage the large and power- 
ful corporations in their efforts to defeat 
justice by wearing out poor litigants in 
court. Second, it provides for a 
qui tam action against offenders 
against its provisions, and in case of re- 
covery the jadgment is to be for not less 
than $1,000; one-half of this penalty, 
when collected, to go the informer. But 
these provisions would. not protect the 
public and its intercsts if these compa- 
nies could keep their books and the 
mouths of their officers and agents ¢los- 
ed. To overcome this difficulty it is 
provided in the bill that the courts try- 
ing cases arising under it shal) have both 
l-val and equitable powers; that they 
may com vel parties in interest to te-tily, 
with the provision that such testimony 
shall not be used against them in crimi- 
nal prosecutions; and that they shall 
have all the powers now provided bylaw 
tocompel discovery and the production 
of books and papers. Without these 
provisions no such lawecan be success- 
ful.y enforced against these corporations. 
Third, in addition to these remedies this 
bill also provides for criminal prosecu- 
tions against those offending its provis- 
ions; and in cases of conviction the pey- 
alty is to be not less than $1,000. 
We have availed ourselves of the 
synopsis made by the special committee 
of t echamberof commerce of the state 
of New York. It will be perceived that 
no section of the bill permits govern- 
ment interference with the legitimate 
management of railioads, and it leaves 
tne regulation of rates to the states. It 
is aitoyether so moderate a measure that 
we have no doubt it will passin pretty 
much its present shape, and we give the 
substance of its provisions so that the 
realers of Tug Constitution may have 
an intelligent idea of the scope and in- 
tent of the bill.
